The  limits  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
are  as  follows 

"So  muoh  of  the  Port  of  Portsmouth  as  lies  to  the  east  of  a 
line  drawn  due  south  from  the  most  southerly  point  of  the  pier 
of  the  L.  k  S.W,  Railway  Co.  at  Stokes  Bay  to  a  point  50°  45*N. 
Lat.;  to  the  west  of  a  line  drawn  due  south  to  the  same  parallel 
of  latitude  from  the  south-eastern  extremity  of  the  common 
boundary  of  the  Parishes  of  Havant  and  Werblington;  and  to  the 
north  of  a  line  drawn  due  west  along  the  same  parallel  of  latitude 
from  the  point  at  which  the  line  lastly  hereinbefore  mentioned 
meets  the  said  parallel  to  the  point  secondly  hereinbefore 
mentioned; 

Together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  Port  of  Portsmouth 
within  such  limits,  and  the  place  whioh  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  for  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  for  such  part  of  the 
said  Port,  and  the  plaoe  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed 
for  the  mooring  and  anchoring  of  ships  for  such  Dart  of  the  said 
Port,  under  any  Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
diseases  issued  under  the  Authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf,  and  the  place  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed, 
with  6ur  Consent,  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  any  floating 
hospital  provided  by  the  said  Sanitary  Authority;  and,  for  the 
purpose  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  extend 
to  any  ship  whioh,  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions 
given  thereunder,  shall  be  moored  or  anchored  at  the  place 
appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way 
thither,  together  with  the  docks,  quays,  wharves,  rivers,  creeks, 
streams,  channels,  roads,  bays,  and  harbours  within  the  aforesaid 
limits."

III.  SOURCES  Or  4TATKR  SUPPLY. 

The  water  used  In  the  docks  Is  supplied  by  the  Portsmouth  Hater 
Comany.  Vessels  in  dook  are  supplied  frcn  hydrants  from  the 
same  source.  There  are  two  water  boots,  "Forma"  and  "Irishman”,  In 
use.  These  ere  both  In  g;>od  sanitary  condition  and  are  periodically 

inspected. 

.1th  regard  to  the  supply  of  drinking  water  to  ships  arriving 
at  end  leaving  the  port,  the  following  preeautlons  are  token  before 

water  is  supplied: 

When  t.^e  water  is  turn©  on  lt  is  allowed  to  run  through  the 
hydrants  for  e  while  and  then  the  ho»  is  connected  and  the 
water  e llcwed  to  run  through  the  hem  in  the  same  way.  her. 
the  quantity  of  water  needed  has  been  supplied  the  hose  la 
disconnected,  the  water  allowed  to  run  through  end  the  hose 
replaced  in  the  store  where  lt  is  looked  up  safely.  The 
hydrants  are  looked  and  oov- red  up  also  and  the  area  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  hydrants  and  hoae  pipes  is  kept 
scrupulously  dean  by  washing  down.

1.  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Declarations  of  Health. 

Declarations  of  Health,  whloh  must  be  filled  in  end  signed  by 
the  heater  of  every  shl;  arriving  from  a  foreign  port  are 

obtained  - 

(a)  in  respect  of  vessels  from  non- infected  porta,  by  the 
Customs  Officer,  who  forwards  them  to  the  Port  ttedloal 
Officer. 

(b)  In  respect  of  vessel  *  from  infected  ports  by  the  Port 
Led leal  effioer.  Vessels  ere  visited  in  dock  by  the 
Port  enltery  Inspector  ec  soon  as  possible  after  docking. 

P.  Telegrephlo  Address. 

To  avoid  delay  in  notifying  inward  vessels  requiring  epeolal 
attention,  the  telegraphic  address  "Portelth,"  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  has  bean  adopted  by  the  *ort  :  a nit ary 

Authority. 

3.  Mooring  stations. 

JMer  xtiole  1-  of  the  Port  .anitary  Regulations,  1933,  the 
following  mo  ring  stations  have  been  established,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  King’s  Harbour  -aster  end  the  Commlss loners 
of  Customs  and  Ixolee,  viz.  - 

(a)  outer  Mooring  tat ion. 

...  An  area  about  half  a  mile  north-west  of  Mother  of  Dank  Spit. 

(b)  Inner  Mooring  r  tat  ion. 

The  upper  reaches  of  Portsmouth  Harbour. 
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This  agreement  it  oubjeot  to  the  following  understandings |- 

(1)  That  the  Mooring  plooa  referred  to  at  (a)  above  le  for 
ships  with  cholera,  plague,  yellow  fever,  typhue  fever  or 
amallmox  oa  beard,  evd  IM  St  (I)  f  r  nil  othc*r  unhealthy  ships 
not  within  a  at  ending  exemption. 

%  (t)  That  a  Haiti  exeaptlon  frea  detention  under  Artiole 

14  has  bean  granted  by  the  Med  leal  Cf floor  of  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  in  respect  of  any  ship  which  - 

(i)  haaoalled  at  a  Port  or  seaboard  included  in  the  weekly 
return  of  lnfeoted  or  suepeoted  perts  or  seaboards,  but 
reports  "all  wall"  during  the  voyage  or  arrives  with  no 
aloknesa  on  board,  unless  a  written  not loe  to  the  oontrary 
has  been  delivered  to  the  Cu  stems  tf fleer  by  cr  on 
bohalf  of  the  Medloal  officer  of  the  ort  sanitary 
Authority. 

(11)  haa  on  board  e  ceee  of  Minor  infectious  disorder,  namely, 
chicken  pox,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  enterlo 
fever,  erysipelas.  Malaria,  dysentery,  pneumonia , 
tuberculosis,  mumps  or  ocrebro»splnnl  fever. 

(3)  That  when  neoescary  the  ort  sanitary  Authority  will 
oonvey  the  Customs  tffioers  to  the  mooring  place  referred  to  as 
(a)  above,  tee  of  expense  to  the  Crown. 

4.  krron remen t a  for  dealing  with  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  etc. 

Cases  of  dangerous  lnfeotlous  disease  are  renewed  to  the 
smallpox  hospital  at  21 son. 

All  other  oases  of  lnfeotlous  disease  are  removed  to  the 
City  lnfeotlous  Diseases  Hoc:  it el  by  means  of  the  Corporation 
Motor  Ambulance  Servloe. 

Contacts  of  lnfeotlous  Diseases  Capes. 

(a)  Living  In  the  City.  If  not  removed  to  hospital  they  are 
kapt  under  obaervotlon  by  the  fanitary  Ins  eotor. 

(b)  Proceeding  to  on  Address  outside  the  City.  The  kedicol 
officer  of  Health  of  the  p'noo  of  destination  is  advised. 

A  oonmiltlng  room  and  waiting  room  era  available  at  the  (looks 
for  medlool  examination. 

Personnel  and  clothing  are  disinfected  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital.  Provision  can  be  made  for  the  temporary 
eooommodetion  of  persons  who  may  have  to  be  detained  pending 

further  examination. 

Uacterl >lorloal  and  pathological  examination  of  rats  is 
carried  out  by  the  Pathologist  of  the  Hoyal  Portsmouth  Hospital* 

Arrangements  are  made  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic,  the 
Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital,  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 

venereal  diseases  among  sailors. 
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
